BERLIN, March 9.—‘The German 
delegation at London did everything 
possible to keep the powerful allied 
army from further actions against the 
fatherland, but we could not promise 
more than Germany could pay. The 
fatherland will survive if Germans re- 
main true and united,” declared Dr. 
Walter Simons, the German foreign 
minister, who returned to Berlin to- 
night. 

A crowd of several thousand gath- 
ered at the station to welcome the 
delegation and the homecoming tour 
through the country resembled a tri- 
umphant return. | 

Crowds at every station cheered and 
sand “ Deutschland Ueber Alles" and 
“Die Wacht am Rhein.” Chancellor 
Fehrenbach welcomed the delegation. 

“ We have come to report to the gov- 
ernment,” sdid Dr. Simone, shaking 
Fehrenbach’s hand. 

“We trust in you.” replied the chan-

Diplomatic Relations Held Up. 

With the recall of the German am- 
bassadors to France and England and 
the minister to Belgium Germany in- 
terrupts diplomatic relations with the 
entente again. The three envoys are 
on their way to Berlin. 

One element—the conservative ex- 
tremists—actually considers that the 
nation is in a state of war. Generally 
the government’s action is considered 
as a demonstration of protest. 

Until yesterday evening Berlin did 
not experience the slightest excitement. 
In the morning a patrol was stationed 
in front of the French embassy and 
guards were increased in the vicinity 
of the Brandenburg gate. 

Asked to give the view of a military 
expert on the entente’s action. Gen. 
von Gallwitz, who commanded the 
troops opposing the Americans, said: 

“There is great satisfaction in Ger- 
many that Amefica is not participating 
in the entente’s attack. 


Gives View of Militarists. 

“From a military viewpoint the oc- 
cupation does not appeal to me. Po- 
litically it is the logical fruit of former 
President Wilson’s betrayal of the 
American people. This new invasion 
of Germany unites all the German 
people.” 

Just as at the time of the Kapp revo- 
lution, when Germany asked organized 
labor to rescue the country, so today, 
while the political situation is chaotic, 
the people are awaiting the workers’ 
action. 

A general strike is being discussed, 
and also strikes in the coal and iron 
industries in the Ruhr region. In such 
an event it is claimed that the entente 
authorities in the district could not 
force the German miners to dig the 
coal which is demanded in the treaty 
of Versailles and as a result the en- 
tentes’ industry would be seriously af- 
fected.

ASSASSINS OF 
DATO ANARCHS, 
SPAIN BELIEVES

BARCELONA, March 9.—The au- 
thorities declare that the assaasination 
of Eduardo Dato, the Spanish prime 
minister, was the climax of an an- 
archistic plot to secure revenge for the 
deportation of 300 syndicalists, which 
was ordered by Martine Anido, the mil- 
itary governor of Barcelona, acting un- 
der Sefior Dato’s direction. The syn- 
dicalists were all lost at sea.

He once said to Jim Morrow, 
“I went into banking when I didn't 
know the difference between a sight 
draft and a promissory note.” But he 
Was a success at it, just as he has 
been at everything he ever went into 
except the time he wanted to be presi- 
dent of the United States. The Re- 
publican convention of 1916 gave him 
105 votes and that was as far as he 
got. 

As for banking, he sold out to his 
partners eight years ago—when he 
was elected to the United States sen- 
ate—every interest that he thought 
might affect his judgment and his acts 
as a lawmaker.

John 
Weeks did that when he was a boy of 
13, and got half a ton of sugar that 
Was a success and some syrup that he 
couldn't make crystallize. Even the 
pictures in the old editions of “ Being 
a Boy” fit what John Weeks did. 

From boyhood on he seems to have 
been a careful, expeditious, hard work- 
ing sort of man, growing easily and 
competently into the sort of man who 
was not so much a spectacularly dom- 
inant man as a directing man, gravi- 
tating always to leadership and get- 
ting himself accepted, before he quite 
knew it, for a man of judgment and of 
capacity for organization, 


He calls that drifting, which, of 
course, it is not.

PENSIONS FOR 
EX-PRESIDENTS. 


John Quinty Adams served many years in the 
house of representatives after he had been presi- 
dent. but this case is unique. Its imitation is 
hafdly desirable. A man who has been chief mag- 
istPate should decline to descend to a lesser office 
out of respect to the exalted place he has filled. 
‘But the sdme reasoning applies to his private em- 
ployment. He should not be obliged to enter com- 
pétitive striving for the sake of a livelihood or of 
préper provision for his family. 

Yet few of our presidents have been men of prt- 
vate fortune and ceftainly we do not wish to make 
auth possession a requirement for any office, least 
of all the presidency. If therefore we do not wish 
eur ex-presidents to reénter the dusty arena of the 
cotamon struggle, we must provide for them. 

The ex-president should be one of our elder 
statesmen. He should be removed from common 
estes In order to make use of his exceptional expe- 
rience and prestige in the continued service of his 
eeuntry. Our presidents are often comparatively 
yeang men, yet our failure to create for them an 
appropriate status condemns them and us to the 
qaste of years of valuable public service. If law- 
gers they are limited in practice by the fact that 
they have appointed judges and assisted in the 
pameage of laws. If they enter ordinary competi- 
tive exployment they divide their energies and 
@i@iinish their prestige. If the nation provided for 
their maintenance they could give al! their time and 
strength to disinterested study and calm counse! in 
matters of national moment. 

We have now two ex-presidents, Mr. Taft and 
Mr. Wiison. Mr. Taft is a teacher of law at Yale 
and @ contributor for pay to the press, both honor. 
able work. Perhaps he will return to the bench 
er be otherwise employed in public service, but in 
the meanwhile he undoubtedly made « substantia!

A GOOD START BY :

The first officia] utterance of the new secretary 
of the treasury is sound sense. Public opinion, 
we believe, will back him and the administration 
as far as they will go on the lines indicated. Bcon- 


sorely needed and the American people demand it 
of their representatives. 

Appropriations by congress ought to be on a 
strict economy basis. This does not mean false 
economy or the crippling of necessary public func- 
tions, such as, for example, national defense. It | 
mean the avoidance, as Secretary Mellon re- 
marks, of new fields of expenditure, and it means 
the cutting out of pork and other forms of political 
extravagance. Congress will do what it thinks the 
people really want, and Secretary Mellon puts his 
finger on the chief source of public waste when he 
says: “The people generally must become more 
interested in saving the government’s money than 
in spending it.” Unnecessary navy yards and army 
posts, unnecessary “improvements,” unnecessary 
Offices are the fruit of local and private selfishness 
and the people's indifference. Congress will relieve 
the public if the public wants to be relieved. It 
is up to us. | 

With public opinion in its present state economy | 
through congress will be easier to achieve than | 
executive economy. That requires drastic reor-, 
gafiization of the executive machinery, involving 
interminable discussion and a persistent resistance 
on behalf of the status quo. It is said plans of | 
reorganization already have been«put before the 
president, but Senator Smoot believes it will take 
a year before the committee in charge will be ready | 
to report. That is not encouraging if it méans 
that reorganization is to wait upon this final re 
port. The longer changes are postponed the less 
likely they will be made. The new officials will be- 
ome set.

tration. Certainly delays are dangerous, and it is 
to be hoped the president will go as far as he can 
by executive order to get the most obvious and 
hecessary changés made promptly. If he waits for 
final reports he is likely to lose his opportunity. 

A thorough reform of our executive machinery, 
our methods of doing government business, our 
methods of estimate and appropriation, will’save | 
the American people hundreds of millions at the | 
present stagghring rate of government expendi- | 
tures. This nepresents a duty of the very first rank | 
and its efficient accomplishment will alone make 
Mr. Harding’s administration memorable in history.

SMALLPOX SITUATION. 

N the first four weeks of 1921 10,257 
cases of smallpox were reported to 
the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice by thirty-two state departments of 

health. Two of these cases were in the 
District of Columbia. The figures for 
Indiana, New Mexico, and Virginia were 
for three weeks in January instead of 
four and those for Kentucky for two 
weeks. 

It is probable there were 15,000 cases 
in all since among the nonreporting 
states are such large ones as Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, Utah, Oregon, Oklaho- 
ma, Michigan, and Tennessee, states hav- 
ing a good deal of smallpox each winter. 

Since some cases doubtless were over- 
looked it is probable the total number 
of cases equaled 15,000. Were the same 


rate to continue for the year it would 


mean about 194,000 cases of smallpox. No 
other country ranking as civilized will 
have so poor a record. Of course, there 
will not be that many cases. The expec- 
tation is that the number of cases in 
February and March will be higher than 


that of January, that there will be a. 


slight monthly decrease through March 
and April, a sharp decrease in May and 
June, a low level in midsummer, and an 
autumn rise. 


The honor goes to Delaware, from 
which no cases were reported, though 
Connecticut is a close second with one 
case. At the foot of the class stands 
Minnesota, a state with a very intelligent 
people, but long known for its poor vac- 
cination laws and practices. That state 
had 1,255 cases. Other states with bad 
records were Wisconsin, 994, and Iowa,

New York, March 6—(Editor of The

she is quoted as stating that she “ could 
not go te Raisa and tell her she was 
ruining her splendid voice by singing not 
wisely but too well night after night. 
This season Raisa’s voice hase already 
begun to go back I canneét accurately 
foreses ite failings of next year, and [ 
dreaé them. But Raisa will not listen 
and she has @ contract for two years. 
She is one of my worst probleme,” led 
Miss Raisa to request Miss Garden for 


an tmmediate explanation. 

Miss Raisa placed the matter in the 
hands of her attorney, David M. Nevw- 
berger, who, when interviewed, stated as 
follows: 

“ The article in Tue CuIcaco Tripuns 
was republished in the New York Amer- 
ican of Feb, 20, 1921, especially ase to 
what purported to be a criticism on 
Miss Rdaisa, and thereupon, .at my 
request, Miss Raisa communicated with 
thé genéral directress of the Chicago 
Opera, wherein she stated that she 
was both shocked and grieved by the 
publication, which did her more than 


a great and deep injustice, but a grievous . 


injury. She requested Miss Garden to 
inform her whether the publication 
quoted her correctly, and could hardly 
believe that so bitter a criticism was 
feeling assured that Miss Gar- 
den’s sense of justice as a fellow artist 
and general directress of the Opera asso- 
ciation would prompt an immediate ¢x- 
planation, because the public interview 
was more than a justifiable reference to 


, } the Raisa art and artistic ability. 


“Miss Garden promptly furnished 4 
statement over her own signature, fe- 
pudiating the criticism and interview, 
and very emphatically asserted that Mise 
Raisa’s name had never even been men- 
tioned to Mr. James ‘Whittaker, whose 
name appears under the article published 
in THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE, which she had 
read some days previously. 

“In addition thereto she had written 
the correspondent to call on Miss Raisa 
and to tell her of this fact. At the same 
time Miss Garden expressed the highést 
admiration for Miss Raisa and her aft, 
which she had theretofore frequently 
done. 

“ Upon receipt of this written state- 
ment he requested the writer of the arti- 
cle jn an interview either to admit the 


truth of Miss Garden’s repudiation or 


deny it, and Mr. Whittaker thereupon 
having stated that he thought his orig- 
inal article Was sufficient under the cir- 
cumstances Was told by me that it was 
not sufficient in view of the positive writ- 
ten statement by Miss Garden, which 
placed him in the position of having fre- 
ported to his paper something which 
Mise Gar@en branded untrue. He aléo 
insisted he had received no communica- 
tion from Miss Garden. 

“The correspondent adhered to the 
truth of his reported interview, but he 
has nevertheless failed to substantiate 
it other than asserting that his written 
statements are a6 credible as the denials 
of Mise Garden. 

“ Although Miss Garden regards the 
incident as dosed so far as she is con- 
cerned, and the correspondent, insisting 
on his version, appears indifferent, Miss 
Raisa feels the situation thus created by 
reference to her in the public press is 
one avhich without regard to its bitter- 
ness and untruthful character should, in 
justice to her, be cleared up by more 
than méfe denials and indifference, 
especially when the publication com- 
plained of was first brought to the atten- 
tion of the parties by her.”

ing alfalfa, sweet clover, and soy beans, 


frequently ask whether the common 
clovers need such attetition at seeding 


time. 


As a rule it is seldom necessary to! 
inoculate the soll where red, mammoth, : 


alsike, white or crimson clovers are to 
be sown, at least in sections where 
clovers are common. All five of these 
cloverg have the same kind of b.ic- 
teria and will inoculate one another. 
Clovers have been used enough in 
many sections of the corn belt states 
that bacteria have multiplied and) 
spread in sufficient number to supply 
the needs when new seeding is done. 

Agronomicts have made a careful 
study of the clovers and have found 
that the wide distribution of the clov- 
er bacteria is partly due to the .great 
number of true clovers native to this 
country, because for many years they 
have been allowed to grow as wild 
plants or weeds, spreading the “ clover 
germs.” The yellow or hop clover has 
had much to do with the spreading of 
the bacteria.
